to be in keeping with Mrs. Harding’s 
request th a t no m ilitary display be 
made at the funeral services conduct­ 
ed by the late President’s home folks, 
In order th a t Mr. H arding’s friends 
may have the privilege of a last look 
at their departed friend, Mrs. H ard­ 
ing’s plans call for the body to lie 
in state in the home of his father 
son after its arrival Thursday morn­ 
ing until IO o’clock th a t night and 
again for a few hours Friday morning. 
She would not approve tentative plans 
for the body to lie in state a t the 
Marion county court house. 
The funeral service a t the Harding 
home will be conducted at 3 p. rn. Fri­ 
day. 
Dr. Carl W. Sawyer, Mrs. H ard­ 
ing's personal physician, who joined 
the funeral train yesterday and left 
it today, said th at he found Mrs. H ard­ 
ing in much better physical condition 
than he had expected and expressed 
the belief th a t she would be able to 
hear up under the grief and strain.

Benh&m’s gross income for the last 
year was about $90,000. mainly from 
his

companies. 
The applications, 
made orally by 
Attorney 
Monnett, on the
